Usually it 
travels only a few miles before it 
disappears. 

This freak of nature occurs ordi¬ 
narily only iu the spring or early 
in summer when the earth and 
t te stratum of the air immediately 
ibova it arc heating rapidly. The 
upper air is still intensely cold 
from tho effect of winter. Warm 
xir txpauds and so becomes light 
aid tedps to raise. Cold air con¬ 
tracts, is heavy and ordinarily the 
ihe different et'ata cf air com 
mit'glo gently with no disturbance 
B it sometimes tho great eddy of 
brcljcoae brings masses of cold 
air fretn i’s western sida upon the 
hot surface winds of the Southern 
quarter.
